Boyne schools set lower debt 
millage, renewed operational 


Boyne City school board set the 
debt-retirement millage request 
Monday night at 2.5 mills, down .3 of a 
mill from last year. The operational 
millage will be a renewal of last year’s 
21.3 mills. 

Property matters also occupied the 
board when the sale of tpe vacant 
Morgan-Shaw school building was 
completed with the price of $35,000 
reduced to $32,000 if total cash pay- 
ment is provided within a year of the 
sale. The buyer is Ray Palicki, of 
Northville, MI. He plans to convert the 
building into apartments. 

“It’s going to help out the whole 
seighborhood,’’ said superintendent 
Rich Kelly. 

The board also accepted a purchase 
offer of $46,000 for the students’ 


Funding still 


The funding for the 40 boat slips, 
which would make East Jordan’s tour- 
ist park unique, is still uncertain des- 
pite recent hopes that the city could 
borrow the $75,000 from its Perpetual 
Care Fund. The proposal was to pay 
the fund back over a period of about 
five years along with the going rate of 
interest. 

The Michigan Municipal League, 
however, gave a concensus opinion that 
the fund may not be applied to such 
an extensive loan. The finance commit- 
te will review the problem. 

The city does have a grant to finance 
the engineering study for the proposed 
city harbor. City superintendent Mike 
Dionne announced a $3000 50-50 grant 
from the State Waterways Commission. 
The city’s $1500 share will come from 
funds already budgeted. 

The harbor layout will include a 
dock-promenade, extending along the 
Water Street embankment at the south 
end of Memorial Park. From there, 
right-angling into the river, will be a 
pier. Between the end of the pier and 
the end of the present city dock, would 
be the opening to the harbor thus 
formed. 

The engineering design will be done

The chinook salmon 
had just been dipped 
from the Department of 
Natural Resources truck 
and ‘“‘planted’’ in the 
river.

Lake Charlevoix. The sal- 
mon are expected to re- 
turn to spawn in the river 
when they are mature.
